structions and they will have to recognize the changed de- 
mands which changed occupancy, process, and populations 
make on structures.

The application of the laws will also have to be made 


by competent inspectors; either special fire prevention will 
have to be employed, or,the regular inspectors will need in- 
spection and training in fire prevention science. 
And re- 


sponsibility for the enforcement of the law most be cen- 
tered inescapably.
